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UN still eyes Bklyn move

Later this month, the mem- 
ber states of the United Nations 
will vote on a plan that will de- 
cide key details of their im- 
pending five-year relocation 
— and it may still lead it to a 
temporary home in Brooklyn. 

The Brooklyn Papers learned 
this week that the United Nations 
had not ruled out a temporary 
move of at least some of its head- 
quarters operations to Brooklyn, 
despite a preference to settle some- 
where in Midtown Manhattan. 


“After the General Assembly 
picks their option we will know how 
much space we will be looking for,” 
Viviane Van De Perre, chief of ad- 
ministration and communication for 
the UN’s capital master plan, told 
The Papers. “If it’s a greater amount 
of [space] we need, chances are bet- 
ter we might have to go farther to 
Brooklyn, or even farther out.” 

Last spring, the 190-member in- 
ternational organization began a 
search for temporary office space 
for use while its East Side head- 
quarters undergoes a thorough ren- 
ovation that is expected to last at 
least five years.

This week the UN said it ex- 
pects to count ballots by the end 
of December and, soon after, be- 
gin the process of finding a place 
suited to its needs. 

The UN could need up to one- 
million square-feet of temporary 
office, known as swing space — 
the amount of space will depend 
on which plan assembly members 
vote for. 

Any strategy that involves 
swing space could potentially in- 
volve Brooklyn, said Van De 


Perre, adding that UN staffers 
have at this point expressed de- 
sires to stay as close as possible to 
the current headquarters. 

It’s the number of square feet 
needed multiplied by the cost per 
square foot that will determine a 
temporary locale for the interna- 
tional diplomats and their staffs, 
according to Van De Perre. 

In July, UN officials met with 
Borough President Markowitz, 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce 
President Kenneth Adams and 
Downtown Brooklyn Council Di- 
rector Michael Burke. Participants 
said at the time that no specific 


Brooklyn site was proposed — 
and the borough president’s office 
reiterated that point this week. 

“The borough president’s office 
is not dealing with any specific de- 
veloper,” said Markowitz spokes- 
man Greg Atkins. 

‘Tt is completely up to the UN 
as to how they make any decisions 
on their relocation,” Atkins said. 

In August, the Daily News re- 
ported that the UN had nixed any 
outer-borough foray in favor of 
midtown, citing a 31 -story build- 
ing at 485 Lexington Ave. as a 
possibility for the five-year reloca-

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Robinson, Reese 
immortalized in

The long-awaited statue commemorating one of baseball’s 
most legendary moments was finally unveiled Tuesday morn- 
ing outside Keyspan Park. 

Over 200 people lined Surf Avenue to see the bigger-than-life 
bronze statue of Brooklyn Dodger Pee-Wee Reese putting his arm 
around Jackie Robinson, capturing a moment purported to have oc- 
curred in May of the 1947 season — Robinson’s first with the

Power of 
restraint 

W ALK PAST the new Jackie 
Robinson and Pee Wee Reese 
monument outside Keyspan 
Park in Coney Island, and you’ll see 
a moment frozen in time. 

But step closer, stop right in front 
of the monument, forget about your 
proposed destination, and accept an 
alternative — Crosley Field in Cin- 
cinnati in May, 1947. 

As you gaze at the statue, the por- 
trayal of Reese and Robinson shifts 
from monument to man, from legend 
to living moment, from bronze to flesh. 

The Dodgers have just arrived in 
Cincinnati to start a series with the 
Reds after a stop in Philadelphia 
where Ben Chapman, the Phillies’ 
manager, viciously berated Robinson, 
the first black player in modem base- 
ball, with despicable racist venom. 

And now in Ohio, the fans, many of 
them from Reese’s home state of Ken- 
tucky just across the river, have been 
cruelly taunting Robinson with vile ep- 
ithets, as have some of the Reds’ play- 
ers. Over the past few months, Robin- 
son has been the subject of death 
threats, some of them naming the in- 
ning in which he will be shot. 

Knowing all of this, Reese leaves 
his position at shortstop, crosses the

Dodgers — in Cincinatti. 

While not reported in 
any press accounts at the 
time, the event has gone 
down in baseball lore as 
the official acceptance of 
Robinson by his team- 
mates — some of whom 
had written a petition dur- 
ing spring training stating 
they wouldn’t play with 
him on the team. Reese, it 
is said, refused to sign the 
petition. 

The statue, like the mo- 
ment it represents, was a 
long time coining. 

Originally suggested by 
Newsday columnist Stan 
Isaacs upon Reese’s death 
in 1999, the cause was 
written about frequently 
by the late Jack Newfield, 
then with the New York 
Post. Later that year, then- 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
announced the formation 
of a committee to study 
the project and commis- 
sion the statue. 

“We were supposed to 
select the artist on Sept. 
11, 2001,” said Dorothy 
Reese, widow of Pee-Wee, 
Tuesday. “So that got can- 
celed. The next time I got 
the call to come here, I fell 
at the airport and ended up 
in the hospital. So I’m RE- 
ALLY glad to be here to-

Dog lost in 
P’Park may

A missing Jack Russell terrier — who may have been dog- 
napped — prompted a desperate search of Prospect Park, an 
outpouring of help from Brooklyn dog lovers and a flood of 
bizarre telephone calls to the pup’s anxious owners. 

Police have even joined the search for Henry James, the terrier 
who was last seen cavorting in 
Prospect Park’s Long Meadow 
shortly before 9 am on Oct. 27. 

When the dog’s owners re- 
ceived a call 12 hours later from a stranger who wanted $2,000 
in exchange for their pet, the owners alerted the 78th Precinct. 

“It was his favorite thing in the world,” owner Amy Lawday 
explained, recalling that last morning in the meadow, where park 
rules permit dogs to run free from 5 pm until 9 am. “I took him 
off the leash and he went wildly running off in the distance.” 

Lawday said she kept close watch over the 1-year-old dog. But 
when she turned away for a moment, Henry James disappeared.

Heights, called 311 at 7:34 am that day to report what he called

Four candidates will 
appear on the ballot for 
Brooklyn Borough Pres- 
ident on Tuesday, Nov. 8: a 
Park Slope Green and a 
Libertarian from the same 
neighborhood, a Republi- 
can attorney in Sheepshead 
Bay and, of course, the 
Democratic incumbent. Bor- 
ough President Markowitz, 
bom and bred in Crown 
Heights. 

The candidates differ re- 
markably in all but one re- 
spect: their preoccupation 
with development. 

Though disparate in their 
views — mirroring the bor- 
ough as a whole and its mixed 
mind on issues of land use 
and zoning — all the candi- 
dates agree that over the next 
four years Brooklyn can ex- 
pect to see a whole lot of 
scaffolding. 

“The authority that the bor- 
ough president retained is 
around land use. The BP can 
challenge city planning deci- 
sions,” said Green Party can- 
didate Gloria Mattera. 

In addition to putting up 
colloquial street signs and 
making cheery proclamations 
across the city, the borough 
president’s job includes nam- 
ing a member of the city plan- 
ning commission and filling 
the seats on all the borough’s 
community boards. 

A Brooklyn native and the 
director of child life and de- 


velopmental services at Belle- 
vue Hospital Center, Mattera 
echoes her challengers when 
she points to the beep’s lever- 
age with regard to borough 
development projects. 

“I work a block from 
Ocean Avenue. You see new 
condos go up every day,” said 
Theodore Alatsas, who is run- 
ning on Republican and Con- 
servative Party lines. 

“The up-zoning of Fourth 
Avenue [will be a] huge 
boom of construction,” said 
Mattera. 

An attorney, who repre- 
sents some developers, many 
of whom own condos in 
southern Brooklyn, Alatsas 
believes there is potential for 
growth outside of the bor- 
ough’s first ring of stylish 
neighborhoods. 

“As someone from south 
Brooklyn, I am sensitive to 
the fact that there are sectors 
that are more trendy,” he said, 
noting that other areas are just 
as capable of growth. 

“I have always considered 
myself square,” Alatsas said, 
“Square is solid and as long 
as streets are safe and schools 
are good it doesn’t matter too 
much if Brooklyn is hip. The 
number one thing is econom- 
ic development.” 

If re-elected, Markowitz 
plans to pursue the develop- 
ment of a seasonal amphithe- 
ater at Asser Levy Seaside 
Park in Brighton Beach, a 
spot where he now holds a 
summer concert series. In the 
works now, he said, is a reno-

vation of the Loews King 
Theatre on Flatbush Avenue. 

With his high profile in the 
controversial Atlantic Yards 
project — the largest develop- 
ment ever planned for Brook- 
lyn — Markowitz has in- 
veighed a primarily symbolic 
post with hard political imper- 

“Right now the largest two 
indoor spaces in Brooklyn are 
the Christian Cultural Center 
and the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
Church. That means to expe- 
rience the major events that 
happen everyday in large 
cities across the country, you 
have to leave Brooklyn,” said 
Markowitz. 

“I know every single com- 
plaint [on the Atlantic Yard 
Project], I know the concerns, 
I share many of those con- 
cerns — I really do — but to 
those who say ‘not here, nev- 
er,’ I respectfully disagree,” 
he said. 

“I don’t expect to win, but 
you never know,” said Liber- 
tarian candidate Gary Popkin, 
“there is a lot of enthusiasm 
for my straight talk and a lot 
of resentment about Marko- 
witz’s claptrap on develop- 
ment issues.” 

“Buy the land at market 
price from willing sellers so 
all tax sellers share in the cost 
of land, not just the poor sap 
in the way,” said the former 
member of Community 
School Board 15 and the host 
of “Hardfire,” a libertarian ca- 
ble TV program on Brooklyn 
Cable Access Television. 

All three of Markowitz’s 
challengers oppose the use of 
eminent domain for private 
development. 

Popkin, a former computer 
systems teacher at New York 
City College of Technology, 
singles out the public process 
that surrounds land use as an 
area that could use interven- 
tion from Borough Hall. 

Though it remains murky 
how much weight a borough 
president’s opposition would 
carry against a state process, 
Mattera also says that Mar- 
kowitz has not used his public 
perch to its fullest potential.

“I am worried that a lot of 
the zoning changes are hap- 
pening with a limited-to-al- 
most-none community discus- 
sion.” she said. 

Markowitz carries the hefti- 
est war chest of the candidates 
for the office. As of Oct. 28 he 
had reported over $1.6 million 
in campaign contributions. 

With $59,791 under her 
belt, Matteras stands closest 
to Markowitz in terms of 
campaign finances. 

Neither Popkin nor Alatsas 
chose to file for matching 
funds with the city’s Cam- 
paign Finance Board.

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Model suggests ‘park’ 
would kill bridge views

Brooklyn might lose its 
best necklace. 

Views of the Brooklyn 
Bridge may fall casualty to 
two buildings planned as part 
of the Brooklyn Bridge Park 
waterfront development’s Pier 
1 residential enclave, reports a 
review of the plan released 
this week. 

One image included in the 
Environmental Simulation Cen- 
ter (ESC) report, a computer- 
aided simulation of the van- 
tage looking north from the 
Brooklyn Heights Promenade 
near Pineapple Street, has 
raised eyebrows. 

“That’s where you see the 
worry,” said Brooklyn Heights 
Association Executive Direc- 
tor Judy Stanton. “It appears 
that the new buildings will vi- 
olate the scenic view plane. I 
am concerned about that. I 
didn’t believe that would be 
the case.” 

Written testimonies sub- 
mitted with the simulations to 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park De- 
velopment on Nov. 1 rein- 
force Stanton’s fears. 

“The smaller building [a 
150-unit residential building] 
will break the Promenade’s 
Scenic View Plane as de- 
scribed in New York City’s 
Zoning Resolution,” text read 
below the illustration. 

The ESC documents, fund- 
ed by a grant obtained by Roy 
Sloane of the Cobble Hill As- 
sociation and Anthony Man- 
heim, are the first computer- 
assisted simulations to enter 
the public review process for 
the 1.5-mile waterfront park. 

The development would 
stretch between the Manhat- 
tan Bridge overpass and At- 
lantic Avenue. 

The 150 condos and 225 
hotel rooms now planned for 
the Cold Storage Warehouse 
buildings off Old Fulton 
Street on Pier 1 is a major el- 
ement of the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Corpora- 
tion’s (BBPDC) revenue-gen- 



erating scheme for the devel- 
opment. 

In the simulations, the ESC 
did not add in landscaping de- 
tails or signage for the parking 
lot, spa and waterside restau- 
rant that are proposed for the 
site, bits of color that might 
have blunted the effect of the 
buddings’ mass. 

“We were asking them to 
lower the [taller] hotel build- 
ing next door but, before this 
simulation, we had not consid- 
ered that the lower residential 
portion would block the view 
plane,” said Stanton, who has 
spoken in support of the proj- 

“I have no idea how we 
will resolve the question to 
whether they have built more 
than they need to, but they 
cannot and will not violate the 
scenic view plane,” she added. 

“Pier 1 can be addressed 


and that’s why the simulation 
is so incredibly valuable, “said 
Brooklyn Bridge Park Conser- 
vancy spokeswoman Virginia 
Terry. 

In a statement issued Oct. 
31, the same day the simula- 
tions were released. Empire 
State Development Corpora- 
tion spokeswoman Deborah 
Wetzel defended their plans 
for the pier. 

“None of the proposed de- 
velopment would interfere 
with the protected view plane 
from the Brooklyn Heights 
promenade,” she said. 

“The proposed develop- 
ment on Pier 1 would be 
shorter than the building de- 
picted in the SimCenter ren- 
dering — this building would 
not be higher than the existing 
Cold Storage Warehouse.” 

The Department of City 
Planning did not return phone 


calls regarding the building’s 
height — an issue which, if 
realized, would come before 
their board. 

Adding to confusion over 
pier development was an erro- 
neous passage in the DEIS 
that described the height of 
the Cold Storage buildings as 
55-75 feet, a range that is 35 
feet lower than what public 
records show. 

“It was an error. The build- 
ings are 75-110 feet,” said 
Wetzel. “We are in the process 
of fixing it.” 

Since its publication in 
July, the BBDC and parent 
agency, the Empire State De- 
velopment Corporation, have 
taken flack from critics op- 
posed to sustaining the park 
with revenue generated by 
luxury housing within its bor- 

While shortcomings in the 


document were addressed in 
reviews of the DEIS, many 
complaints about the report 
stemmed from the radical di- 
vergences between it and a 
Brooklyn Bridge Park envi- 
ronmental scoping document 
released by the BBPDC in 
2003. 

“My correspondence with 
BBPDC early on was that 
they needed a revised scope,” 
said 52nd Assembly District 
Democratic leader Jo Ann Si- 

“The addition of housing, 
in particular, meant that the 
scope, as it existed, was insuf- 
ficient. There was a lot of con- 
cern about wasting time, but 
my feeling is that a revised 
scoping would have dealt with

Teens are victims 
in several crimes

Two Garden State teens were robbed at 
gunpoint by a man who lured them into a Fort 
Greene ally after they asked him for directions 
on Oct. 29, according to police. 

The victims, ages 16 and 17, from Edison, 
New Jersey, had spent the afternoon shopping 
in Downtown Brooklyn, police said. They lost 
their way as they were leaving, around 4 pm, 
and asked a stranger for help. 

He walked them “in circles” around several 
blocks, leading them to Saint Edwards Street, 
off Auburn Place near Myrtle Avenue, which 
is a dead end. The stranger then pulled a gun 
and said, “Give me your [expletive],” accord- 
ing to police. When one victim declined, the 
thug said, “You want me to show you what 
I’ll do to your friend?” 

The teenagers surrendered their shopping 
bags, which contained eight yellow metal 
rings, three Louis Vuitton belts and two Louis 
Vuitton pocketbooks, two shirts, a pair of 
Timberland boots, a pair of Air Jordan sneak- 
ers, a Samsung cell phone and one book. 

Young attackers nabbed 

Police arrested a teenage girl and are seek- 
ing an accomplice for allegedly beating and 
robbing two younger girls on Willoughby Av- 
enue near Emerson Place, in the vicinity of 
Pratt Institute, on Oct. 26. 

One victim, 11, said she and her friend, 10, 
were walking home from the store around 7 pm 
when the 13-year-old thugs attacked, tossing 
her to the pavement and punching and kicking 
her in the face, according to police. 


The second teenager encouraged the beating 
and said, ‘Take her stuff,” police said. The teen 
then snatched the ll-year-old’s cell phone — 
which police suggested may have been broken 
and used as a toy — and fled. 

Police made one arrest and, as of Tuesday, 
were seeking the second teen.

A teenager lost $200 on Oct. 23 to an 
armed thug who said he had just been released 
from jail, police said. 

On the previous day, a Park Slope police offi- 
cer arrested a suspect, 23, who made a similar 
jail-release claim while robbing a shopper at a 
supermarket complex on 12th Street. 

In the later robbery, the victim, 17, said he 
was on the comer of Fulton Street and Han- 
over Place around 2:20 pm when a stranger 
approached. The man tapped the victim’s 
waist and said, “What’s going on?” according 

The thug then lifted his sweatshirt and dis- 
played the black handgun stuffed in his belt, 
police report. The man claimed to be on pro- 
bation and demanded cash, insisting the vic- 
tim go into a nearby store, emerge and casual- 
ly hand him $200 — so the transaction didn’t 
look like a robbery. 

The victim complied and the robber an- 
nounced he was headed to Manhattan to con- 
tinue his crime spree. 

The victim, who waited a day to report the 
crime, described the thug as a dark-skinned 
black man, 5-foot-7, 150 pounds, with “un- 
usual” teeth, and wearing a black sweatshirt, 
black pants and black sneakers, according to 
police.

With the help of other dog 
owners and police, Lawday, a 
Bedford Stuyvesant resident, 
and her friend, Dian Needham, 
combed the park on foot and in 
four-wheeled vehicles. 

The search extended be- 
yond the park’s perimeter: one 
woman printed 500 copies of a 
flier describing the missing 
dog, and volunteers plastered 
the posters on trees and bul- 
letin boards in communities 
around the park. A friend listed 
their contact information in the 
“lost and found” section of the 
Web site craigshst.com. 

“It was just absolutely dev- 
astating,” Lawday said, add- 
ing that she is still shaking. 
“We just could not believe this 
was happening.” 

But the nightmare had only 

At 9 pm, Needham’s phone 
rang which she and Lawday 
were driving to a friend’s 
house in Brooklyn Heights for 
a “cheer-up” dinner. A man 
said, “We’ve got Henry,” 
Lawday recalled. 

“I had never been so happy 
in my life,” Lawday said. But 
her glee was short-lived. 

The caller wanted to know 
where they lived, but wouldn’t 
commit to returning the dog. 
He also said his niece had be- 
come very attached to Henry 
James. “I don’t think she can 
give him up,” the man said, 
according to Lawday. 

“But it’s our dog,” Lawday 
told him. “This is family.” 
Their desperation mount- 
ing, Lawday said they prom- 
ised the man anything: a new 
puppy for the niece, even 
money. The stranger dis- 
missed their suggestion of a 
$200 “finder’s fee” and de- 
manded $2,000 — that very 
night. Lawday insisted they 
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meet in a public place. 

They decided on a spot for 
the exchange, a gas station at 
the comer of Caton and 
Coney Island avenues, and the 
caller promised to call again 
when he left work at 3 am. 

When he did phone, Law- 
day — growing skeptical of 
the man’s claims — pushed 
him for a detailed description 
of Henry James. The man be- 
came testy, stalled, and even- 
tually said the dog was else- 
where at the time. He promised 
to call again, when he got the 
pet, but Lawday and Needham 
have not heard from him again. 

Deputy Inspector Thomas J. 
Harris, commanding officer at 
the 78th Precinct, said the “dog- 
napping” report was unusual. 

But police cannot be sure 
the mystery caller had the 
dog, he noted. “She’s put up

Bucks stop N J Nets 
in season opener

Michael Redd scored 
41 points and Maurice 
Williams added 23 off 
the bench to lead Mil- 
waukee past the Brook- 
lyn-bound New Jersey 
Nets, 110-96, in their 
season opener Wednes- 
day night. 

Redd, who topped 30 
points for the second straight 
game, scored 33 of his 
points in the second half, 
when Milwaukee outscored 
New Jersey 26-7, spanning 
the third and fourth quarters 
to take control. No. 1 draft 
pick Andrew Bogut had 10 
points and 17 rebounds for 
the Bucks. 

T.J. Ford added 21 for the 
Milwaukee. Both Williams 
and Ford were involved in 
an altercation in the fourth 
quarter that led to the ejec-

tion of Nets forward Richard 
Jefferson. 

With the Bucks leading 
92-79 with 4:45 left. Ford 
and Jefferson got tangled up 
and fell to the floor. 

Then Jefferson and Willi- 
ams began shoving and had 
to be separated, and both 
players were given tech- 
nicals — though Williams 
was not ejected. Ford was 
called for a foul on the play. 

Vince Carter led New Jer- 
sey with 25 points but 
missed 10 of his first 14 
shots from the floor and was 
ineffective in trying to stop 
Redd. Jefferson added 18 for 
New Jersey. 

The Nets, which had led 
by as many as 16 points in 
the first quarter, saw their 


lead disappear by the begin- 
ning of the third quarter and 
trailed by as many as 16 in 
the final quarter. 

A night earlier, Redd scor- 
ed 30 points in the Bucks’ 
117-108 overtime win at Phi- 
ladelphia. 

On Wednesday, the left- 
handed shooting guard had a 
quiet first half with only four 
field goal attempts, but came 
alive in the third quarter 
when the Bucks took their 
first lead of the game. 

Aided by New Jersey’s 
inability to stay with Ford, 
Redd torched the Nets for 17 
points in the quarter on a va- 
riety of slashing drives and 
silky jumpers. He scored 10 
points in Milwaukee's 12-0 
run that ended the third 


quarter and left the Bucks 
with a 73-64 lead. 

New Jersey scored 23 of 
the game’s first 30 points 
and led 29-17 after one 
quarter as the Bucks, no 
doubt showing some of the 
effects of Tuesday night's 
game, shot 27 percent from 
the floor in the quarter. 

The Bucks slowly chipped 
into the deficit in the second 
quarter behind Ford, who 
finished the half with 13 
points. His 3-pointer at the 
buzzer, after a steal by 
Bogut, brought the Bucks to 
within a basket at 48-46 at 
the break. 

A tap-in and a follow of 
an airball by Bogut gave the 
Bucks the lead at 50-48 and 
the Nets’ lead never went 
above three points again.

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Sheepshead Bay lobster distributor 
is inspiration for new indie flick

B efore opening in theaters this weekend, 
Kevin Jordan’s indie film “Brooklyn 
Lobster” has already garnered both the 
“Audience Award for Best Long Island 
Film” at last month’s Hamptons Internation- 
al Film Festival and the heart of Borough 
President Markowitz, who proclaimed Nov. 
1 to be “Brooklyn 
Lobster Day.” 

Rising above Mar- 
kowitz, Jordan and 
the film’s star Danny 
Aiello (who plays 
the role of lobster 
farm owner Frank 
Giorgio) at the pro- 
clamation ceremony 
Tuesday in the wa- 
terfront park adja- 
cent to the Manhat- 

enormous, inflated 
Santa Claus riding 
one of the crustaceans. The gigantic balloon 
was a prop from the film in which Aiello 
portrays a stubborn man who’s grappling 
with the imminent loss of his family busi- 
ness and the dissolution of his marriage. 

Although the movie is loosely based on 
the financial difficulties of Jordan’s father, 
Bill, Aiello told GO Brooklyn his perform- 
ance wasn’t intended to be an exact imper- 
sonation of the real Bill. Yet Bill did help the 
actor to understand the real-life anguish of 
some of the actual events. 

“There’s a scene in a courtroom that’s re- 
ally quite sad,” recalled the Academy 
Award-nominated actor, who shot those 
frames while Bill was on the set. “Out of the 
comer of my eye, I see him so sad, then I 
started crying. 

“Bill is Bill, and I put a lot of myself into 
the role, but for those who don’t know Bill, 
I hoped they would love him through me.” 


In addition to being the director of 
“Brooklyn Lobster,” Jordan is also its writer 
and producer. His script captures aspects of 
his family’s struggle to keep their Sheeps- 
head Bay business, Jordan’s Lobster Dock, 
afloat after City Tmst bank defaulted on a 
loan intended to help them build an exten- 

The Jordan family was confronted with 
the loss of their livelihood which took 
three generations to 
build. Bill said it 
was his father who 
moved the family’s 
lobster business 
from Bleecker Street 
in Manhattan to 
Brooklyn in 1966. 

“We were able to 
grow into the single 
largest distributor in 
New York of Maine 
and Canadian lob- 
said Bill. But 
Jordan didn’t see 
seafood in his fu- 
ture; he enrolled in film school. 

“[Kevin’s] a creative genius, and he’s one 
of your own,” Aiello said to the crowd of re- 
porters and photographers gathered around 
the inflated lobster, but the actor isn’t the first 
to acknowledge the young filmmaker’s tal- 
ents. Jordan, a New York University alum, re- 
ceived the inaugural Martin Scorsese Young 
Filmmaker Scholarship and NYU’s Contin- 
ued Excellence in Directing Award, and after 
graduation, he was invited by Scorsese to 
spend two months observing the filming of 
“Kundun” in Morocco. 

So when Jordan got in a jam, he turned to 
his mentor for help. 

Jordan told GO Brooklyn that when “we 
ran out of money at a certain point, I sent 
[Scorsese] a rough cut, and he enjoyed the 
film. He thought there was a very natural 
flow to the film, and he offered to put his

The filmmaker said he hopes the “Martin 
Scorsese presents” tag on “Brooklyn Lobster” 
advertisements will get people’s attention 
when they’re deciding which film to see this 
weekend. 

Jordan said he and his brother Darren will 
attend as many screenings as they can in 
Manhattan and at the United Artists theater in 
Sheepshead Bay during the opening week- 
end, which began Nov. 4. 

“We want to give it a film festival feeling,” 
said Jordan. “People are interested in the ac- 
tual events behind the film.” 

“Brooklyn Lobster” is Jordan’s second fea- 
ture film; his first was “Goat on Fire and 
Smiling Fish” which won the “Discovery 
Award” at the 1999 Toronto International 
Film Festival. 

According to Aiello, “Brooklyn Lobster” 
received a similarly warm welcome at its pre- 
miere at this year’s festival. 

“The film was a smash at Toronto; it sold 
out every performance,” he recalled. 

Aiello was an early fan of “Brooklyn Lob- 
ster.” He said he was “so enamored with the 
script” that he called Jordan at his home — at 
3 o’clock in the morning — to tell him he 

“I’m impulsive when I like something,” he 
explained. “Money wasn’t an object to me. I 
knew I wouldn’t make anything on this indie 
film, but it’s not often you’re offered a char- 
acter-driven project — not a commercially 

Aiello’s “Brooklyn Lobster” role echoes 
his similarly heartfelt performance in Spike 
Lee’s “Do the Right Thing” set in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant, in which he also played the pro- 
prietor of an Italian-American, family-owned 
business. 

Although Aiello is a Manhattan native, 


several of his career’s most memorable 
scenes have been shot in Brooklyn. 

“In ‘City Hall,’ I blew my brains out in 
Borough Park,” recalled Aiello with a laugh. 

The diverse casting of “Brooklyn Lobster” 
reflects multicultural New York City, while its 
primary location, Sheepshead Bay in winter, 
captures the hardships of the lobster men bat- 
tling nature’s elements in an urban setting. 

“[‘Brooklyn Lobster’] is a film I’ll always 
be proud of as the years go by,” said Aiello. 
“It’s a beautiful movie. No one looks like 
they’re acting. They’re just behaving and re- 
in the film, Maureen, Aiello’s character’s 
wife, is played by Emmy Award-winner Jane 
Curtin (“Saturday Night Live,” “Third Rock 
from the Sun,” “Kate and Allie”), whose 
character is written by Jordan with as much 
affection as the character Frank. 

“I thought the cheese was slipping off my 
cracker for a while,” says Maureen, in one of 
her typical grin-and-bear-it lines. 

Frank and Maureen’s well-meaning — but 
meddling — grown children are played by 
Daniel Sauli as Michael and Marisa Ryan as 
Lauren. 

But again, “Brooklyn Lobster” is truly just 
“loosely based” on reality, because Jordan’s 
real-life siblings (and the film’s co-producers) 
are not sisters at all but his brothers Darren 
and Brian. And while in the film Frank 
adamantly rejects his son-in-law’s offer to 
connect him with a restaurant franchise to res- 
cue his lobster farm (“I don’t want to turn my 
restaurant into a burger joint”), in real life. 
Bill Jordan is ecstatic about his partnership 
with TGI Fridays. 

“It was the best thing I ever did,” said Bill. 
“Now they are one of the top-grossing Fri- 
days in the United States.”

Family-owned restaurant in Dyker Heights 
offers Greek fare you cant get at home

f the sitcom version of “My Big Fat 
Greek Wedding” hadn’t been such a 
flop, I’d suggest that a television 
writer head immediately to Spartan 
Souvlaki in Dyker Heights and start 
taking notes. The restaurant is the 
Brooklyn version of the show, with a 
twist: this family affair is a seven-year 

In the role of the chef is the owner, 
George Lykourezos, whose kitchen is 
partially hidden behind a counter 
stacked with ripe tomatoes; his wife, 
who acts as the hostess ringing up take- 
out orders, is Maria; and their daughter, 
Christine, stars as the dining room’s an- 
imated waitress, culinary guide and be- 
stower of treats to the customers’ chil- 
dren. The stage set comes with a fancy, 
mural-embellished ceiling, a fireplace, 
and a big cage in the center of the room 
that holds plump, lemon-colored song 
birds whose tweeting competes with 
Greek melodies and the droning from 
the TV in the comer. 

Lykourezos’ menu, while limited, is 
just as lively as the ambience. 

Asked why he doesn’t serve the tra- 
ditional meze like “taramasalata,” the 
creamy dip made of red carp roe, bread 
cmmbs and olive oil, he replies: “They 
get it at home.” 

Ditto for traditional favorites like 
moussaka (the layered eggplant casse-

That octopus, meaty and blackened 
with char marks, 
was surprisingly 
moist inside. Dip 
the chunks into the

With the octopus, the families enjoy 
large salads. Two salads are offered: 
the “Greek” with tomatoes, red onion 
and feta, or the “Greek American” 
(which is the “Greek” doctored up 


with big crisp squares of cucumber). 
Both salads are liberally dressed with 
olive oil and dried oregano, and they’re 
tasty and fresh. Both also needed salt 
to perk them up. 

With the salads comes a basket of 
warm, chewy pita bread that we used 
to mop up the salty oil. 

Dionysus would give the Liatko, a 
red wine from the Sitia region, served 
cold in a metal pitcher, a thumbs down. 
As the meal progressed, the wine 
warmed up and became drinkable. 
(The house will accommodate diners 
who like their red wine at room tem- 
perature.) 

The big draw at Spartan Souvlaki is 
the perfectly-cooked meat dishes and 
the best cheese and spinach pies out- 
side of Sparta, Lykourezos’ birthplace. 
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The “lokaniko” is a pork sausage, 
seasoned with oregano, black pepper 
and tiny bits of orange peel. The meat 
served in slices, is juicy, with the citrus 
cutting its richness. You can enjoy the 
sausage as an appetizer with just a 
wedge of lemon, or as an entree with 
salad, French fries and “horta,” a green 
vegetable akin to escarole or broccoli 

If you opt for the fries, ask for them 
“Greek” style. Lykourezos created the 
recipe of freshly cut, crisply fried pota- 
toes doused with plenty of lemon, 
laced with oregano and mixed with 
feta cheese. They sound odd, but 
they’re worth a try. 

The house specialty is skewers of 
grilled souvlaki (shish kebab). Tender 
white and dark meat chicken emerges 
from the grill smoky and emitting an 
aroma of oregano. The pork version is 
just as succulent. A dollop of “tzatzi- 
ki,” a yogurt dip made with cucumbers 
and heavily seasoned with garlic, en- 
hances both. 

Lovers of gyro, usually made from 
lamb molded around a spit and slow- 
roasted, will appreciate the beef ver- 
sion served here. 

The meat is carved into thin strips, 
and it’s moist and garlicky. Folded into 
a slice of the warm pita, topped with 
tomatoes and “tzatziki,” it makes a lus- 
cious sandwich. 

Now about those pies. Instead of 
creating a big platter of the fillings 
: with phyllo dough (paper thin, buttery 
I sheets of pastry) and cutting them into 
diamonds, Lykourezos bakes the pies 
individually in little loaf shapes. The 
crusts are more like delicate puff pas- 
try than the brittle leaves of phyllo, al- 
though they’re just as buttery. The feta 
used to fill the cheese pie is whipped 
as light as a souffle. The spinach rendi- 
tion is less cheesy than I’ve had at oth- 
er restaurants, which renders it airier 
with a cleaner vegetable taste. Both are 

The eatery’s one dessert, baklava, 
makes a worthy meal closer. 

“A lady in the neighborhood” bakes 
the honey-drizzled layers of phyllo 
filled with walnuts, says Lykourezos. 
She does a good job. The pastry, which 
can be cloyingly sweet and sticky, is 
crisp, subtly sweet and lightly dusted 
with cinnamon. It pairs well with the 
strongly brewed coffee. 

You can’t visit Spartan Souvlaki 
without recalling Dancing Zorba’s, the 
fictional eatery at the heart of “My Big 
Fat Greek Life,” the movie’s television 
incarnation. Zorba’s had the same vi- 
brant ambience, cast of colorful char- 
acters, and, I assume, food. But Dyker 
Heights’ long-beloved restaurant is 
primed for a longer run. 



Lucky Sette 


Restaurateur Giovanni Tafuri 
launched his latest venture, 
Sette Enoteca e Cucina, in 
May and named it for the 
Park Slope avenue on which 

Italian. The new eatery adds 
much-needed glamour — and 
a lot of good cooking — to a 
strip known for mediocre din- 
ing. 

Tafuri, who also owns the 
Greenwich Village trattoria 
Sapore, placed the talented 
Amanda Freitag, former chef 
de cuisine at Manhattan’s 
’Cesca, in the kitchen. Now 
Freitag is offering her signa- 
ture brand of rustic cooking 
with an additional perk: a 
wood-burning oven for pizzas 
and fish. Freitag even bakes 
fruit in there for desserts. 

Her autumn menu features 
tuna with white bean puree 
topped with olives and olive 
oil; a grilled hanger steak; and 
sea bass scented with wood 
smoke and served with fin- 
gerling potatoes, capers and 
arugula (pictured). 


To make the meal even 
sweeter, the house offers a 
“Venti per Venti” wine list, or 
20 bottles for $20-a-piece. 
Quartinos of the wine (about 
two glasses) will set you back 
just $9. 

Sette’s dining room is 
spare and modem, yet not 
cold, thanks to wooden tables, 
warm-colored walls and an 
open kitchen. There’s a patio 
that’s almost as large as the 
dining room, but with the 
weather cooling off so quick- 
ly, you’ll need to hurry if you 
want to sip your Prosecco 
outdoors.

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Bon Jovi plays DUMBO 

Band films music video here before world tour kick-off

A fter selling over 100 million al- 
bums worldwide, performing 
more than 2,500 concerts in 50 
countries before more than 32 million 
people, rock gods Bon Jovi finally in- 
vaded DUMBO. 

To be more precise, on Thursday, 
Oct. 27, the musicians sang and played 
along to the recording of their song 
“Welcome to Wherever You Are,” on a 
stage in Empire-Fulton Ferry State Park 
for the filming of a music video direct- 
ed by the legendary Wayne Isham. 

On his way from the band’s trailers 
to the stage built on the edge of the East 
River, lead singer-guitarist Jon Bon 
Jovi told GO Brooklyn that the band 
has been collaborating with Isham — 
voted MTV’s “All Time Video Direc- 
tor” in 2001, according to the Web site 
businesswire.com — for “22 years, on 
all the big hits.” 

(And after two decades in the busi- 
ness, the band’s list of hits — “It’s My 
Life,” “Living on a Prayer,” and 
“Wanted, Dead or Alive” — is longer 
than ever.) 

The group’s reason for setting the 
video in DUMBO was to be near “this 
piece of architectural art” said Jon, ges- 
turing to the Brooklyn Bridge that 
loomed above the uncovered stage. 

As the sun began to set, Jon and fel- 
low bandmembers — guitarist Richie 
Sambora, keyboard player David Bryan 
and drummer Tico Torres — gamely 
braved the cold winds on the exposed 
outcropping, with Bryan warming his 
hands in his pockets between takes. 
They saved their enthusiasm for the 
camera — mounted on an enormous 
boom — which would swoop over the 
30 members of the film crew and de- 
lighted spectators. (The unpublicized 
shoot attracted state park employees 
and local police officers who requested 
autographs from the obliging band- 
members.) 

The DUMBO video shoot wasn’t the 
band’s first visit to the neighborhood. 
Like Jon Bon Jovi’s solo album “Desti- 
nation Anywhere,” the liner notes of 
the “Have a Nice Day” CD feature 
photographs taken in Brooklyn. 

“It’s a great place to be, I’m not here 
enough,” said Jon. 

Sambora likened the surroundings to 
his father’s hometown of Bayonne, 
New Jersey. 

“It feels comfortable being here,” 
said Sambora. “It’s all good.” 

The guitarist co-wrote the song 
“Welcome to Wherever You Are” with 
Jon and producer John Shanks. 

“I’m in love with the song,” he told

“The lyrics are particularly important, 
about everybody, everywhere,” said 
Sambora, looking very much like a rock 
star with his mirrored sunglasses, long 
earring and perfectly white smile. “It’s 
about being non-judgmental. It’s a very 


East Coast attitude: live and let live. Its 
about being regular people. 

“And you know what? Life isn’t get- 
ting any easier. That’s my take on the 
song anyway.” 

While the band initially lip-synced 
the recorded song’s lyrics, they could 
soon be heard singing along: “When 
everybody’s in and you’re left out/And 
you feel you’re drowning in the shadow 
of a doubt/ Everyone’s a miracle in then- 
own way/ Just listen to yourself, not 
what other people say.” 

Manhattan actress Tracy Ransome 
had a walk-on role in the video. Al- 
though she had been with the crew 
since 6:30 am, she was still smiling. 

“It was an exciting day for me,” said 
Ransome. “I thought the song was in- 
spiring. It hit me, as someone striving 
with my acting career, to keep on going 
after my dream.” 


“Welcome to Wherever You Are” is 
from the band’s ninth studio album, 
“Have a Nice Day” (Island Records), 
which was released on Sept. 20. It en- 
tered the Billboard 200 Albums chart at 
number 2, with the first week’s sales at 
201,881 units, according to Island 
Records. 

“The excellence of what we’re doing 
is such that this could be the apex of our 
career,” said Sambora. “Who knows?” 

After their DUMBO shoot, the band 
kicked off its world tour on Nov. 2 — 
the band’s first since 2003 — which 
sold an unprecedented 502,000 tickets 
in its first weekend of sales in North 
America and Europe, according to the 
tour’s promoter AEG Live/Concerts 
West.

Q: My wife and I are in the 
middle of getting custody of 
our three grandchildren, who 
are ages 1, 2 and 3. Their par- 
ents rarely see them. The chil- 
dren think of us as their par- 
ents, even though we tell them 
to call us “Papa" and “Grand- 
ma.” I don’t like to discipline 
them as if I am their father, 
but I guess I will have to start. 

A: At this young age, your 
grandchildren need to attach to 
you. Naturally, they think of 
you as their parents. 

The tragedy of Hurricane Ka- 
trina has put a national spotlight 
on the growing pattern of grand- 
parents who struggle to keep 
their children’s children together. 
The 2000 U.S. Census data 
showed that nearly 2.5 million 
grandparents are the heads of 
households for one or more of 
their grandchildren under age 18. 

Among those many grand- 
parents is Mickey Marcella of 
upstate New York, who has 
custody of her daughter’s two 
boys, ages 4 and 5. They’ve 
been with Marcella and her 
husband for three years. 

“As hard as it is to be the bad 
guys, my husband and I decid- 
ed we have to be the parents 
and set limits as we’re the ones 
raising them,” says Marcella. 
“We spent the first year with a 
broken heart for them, trying to 
make their little lives perfect. 
Unfortunately, you can’t. We 
tried to look to the future, be- 
cause we didn’t want to be rais- 
ing surly, spoiled teenagers.” 

The boys’ father has been 
volatile and is in prison, Mar- 
cella says, and their mother re- 
fuses treatment for a diagnosed 
mental illness. Every family’s 
story is different, but in exten- 
sive e-mails to Parent-to-Parent, 
the grandmother shares the ben- 
efit of experience. 

She’s still not sure what to

tell the boys about their parents, 
or how to deal with school is- 
sues or whether they need 
counseling. But she knows 
these tips for grandparents in a 
parental role are tried and true: 

• Set rules and conse- 
quences: “If the boys misbe- 
have at the mall or market they 
are not allowed to go on tl ; 
next outing. They have to stay 
home with one of us.” 

• Establish routines: “We’ve 
found that the boys actually 
need a more structured life than 
other children.

So for now the calendar is a 
very big deal,” Marcella says. 

“We use colored markers, 
draw little pictures and a few 
words he can recognize and 
count off days whenever some- 
one’s gone or something’s com- 
ing up.” 

•Show affection: “We re- 
peat all the time how much we 
love them. They seem to tell us 
they love us and give us many 
more hugs and kisses than other 
boys their age.” 

•Be aware of guilt: Some 
relatives and others may be 
prone to pity children abandoned 
by their parents, give them free 
reign during visits, and ship them 
back to their grandparents 
bouncing off the walls. 

“I think we’re confused al- 
most as often as the boys are, 
and sometimes still take things 
day by day,” Marcella says.

off-hours construction at a house on his block. 

Fourteen minutes later, he called back to log a 
second complaint — this time claiming that the 
work was going on without a permit — only to 
receive the news that the Department of Build- 
ings (DOB) had instructed 311 operators not to 
take duplicate complaints on one job site. 

In an email sent that morning to several 
members of the community, Brashear relayed 
the incident: 

“The [supervisor at 3 1 1] hung up on me when 
I pressed her for a clearer explanation and a date 
this ‘new policy’ went into effect,” he wrote. 

By Sunday, Brashear and his wife, Mic Hol- 
win, had initiated a letter-writing campaign and 
created a flier delineating hotline rights to their 
neighbors. A discussion around questions of the 
use of the non-emergency line ensued. 

“Is it productive to have an avalanche of 
calls, or are the 311 operators rolling their eyes 
and not processing our complaints properly. I 
wonder if a more focused approach would 
work better?” mused 16th Street resident 
Joseph Nocella in an email to the members of 
the Concerned Citizens of Greenwood Heights. 

But the city says its was all a misunder- 
standing. 

“That should never have happened,” said 
DOB spokeswoman Jennifer Givner. 

According to Givner, the resident should 
have been able to record his complaint but, if 
it was a duplicate, operators are not required 
to report it to the DOB. The dialogue, she 
said, had not needed to get nasty. 

“The training module for DOB call takers 
at 3 1 1 requires a call taker to check our online 
[Building Information System] to confirm 
whether or not there have been similar com- 
plaints previously recorded. Call takers are 
also instructed that if a caller insists on regis- 
tering a complaint, then the call taker will en- 
ter a new complaint,” wrote Givner in an 
email to The Papers. 

“By eliminating duplicate complaints, it 
streamlines the administrative processes for 
both DOB and 311 and allows us to serve the 
public in a more efficient manner,” she wrote. 

But according to Brashear, people in his 
neighborhood had been writing him for the 
past three weeks with complaints that 311 
wouldn’t take their calls. Furthermore, he 
charges, it takes multiple calls to get the least 
bit of attention to a complaint. 

“It doesn’t sound right to me,” said mayoral 
spokesman Jonathan Werbell, adding that 
each operator goes through three weeks of 
training. The operator was probably acting on 
a direction from the department, he added. 

Brashear’s Oct. 29 gripe was the ninth

logged against the site on the DOB Web site’s 
Building Information System (BIS). Out of the 
nine complaints, none rated as urgent under the 
department’s priority scale. 

On Tuesday Nov. 1, when a top DOB official 
called Brashear with an apology for Saturday’s 
events, the complaint remained unresolved and 
the site un visited, according to the BIS. 

Maybe best left to rest as a badly-mannered 
miscommunication, Brashear’s 311 tangle il- 
luminates the pains of growth within the 3 1 1 
call center. 

Since Mayor Bloomberg established the 3 1 1 
service in March, 2003, its only significant 
change has been in the number of calls fielded. 
In its second year of activity, the hotline regis- 
tered 11.5 million calls, a 75 percent increase 
from the 6,542,240 dial-ins received its first 
year, according to the mayor’s office. 

Complaints about heat, hot water and noise 
are the most common, but DOB records show 
steady growth in the number of construction 
related complaints logged. 

In September, the DOB recorded 3,021 com- 
plaints in Brooklyn, topping all other boroughs 
except for Queens. In that month, Brooklyn 
construction sites were hit with 686 violations, 
faffing second only to Queens, where inspec- 
tors wrote up 717 fines. The only measure of 
monthly activity where Brooklyn lagged, ac- 
cording to the DOB’s September report, was 
the number of construction site inspections per 
day, coming in last with 10. 

That statistic, however, could reflect the na- 
ture of the calls coming into the hotline. 

“If you have one complaint about faffing 
bricks,” said Werbell, “and three about some- 
thing else, the faffing bricks complaint will 
still be more important. The agencies have to 
decide for themselves how they want to han- 
dle the three other calls.”

Willie Mays outside SBC Park in San 
Francisco, was completed last week, ac- 
cording to the artist. 

According to baseball lore, Robinson 
was being taunted by fans and players on 
the Reds that day, and had received death 
threats over the days leading up to the 
game — the closest to the Mason-Dixon 
line the team had played that season. 

Hearing the jeers, Reese, the 
Dodgers captain and shortstop and a 
southerner from segregated Kentucky, 
walked across the field to first base 
where Robinson was playing, and put 
his arm around him. 

‘T think he reacted solely from the

gut,“ said Mark Reese, son of Pee-Wee. 
“He didn’t think philosophically in any 
way, or that he was going to make this 
great gesture. He just saw this happening 
to his teammate and his friend, and my fa- 
ther reacted from inside, and that’s what 
he did, he made that dramatic cross from 
short to first base, and the rest is history.” 

Rachel Robinson, Jackie’s widow, 
said her husband never really discussed 
the specifics of the event with her. 

“I don’t make up stories, so, I’d love 
to have a nice one,” she said. “He was 
pleased to have Pee-Wee step forward. 
But in a way he expected that from a 
friend. So it wasn’t total surprise. They 
were friends.”

diamond to the first baseman Robinson, 
and places his arm around his shoulders — 
the legendary moment the statue captures. 

Now take a closer look. 

Robinson’s right hand rests along his 
right leg, not with the fingers open in a re- 
laxed state, but with the three lower fin- 
gers closed — indicating the beginnings 
of a fist. Only the index finger remains 
open, leaving Robinson’s hand in the con- 
figuration of a child mimicking a pistol. 

In this case, Robinson’s hand isn’t imi- 
tating a pistol. 

In fact, his open index finger, if closed, 
would signify an open gesture of hostility 
— hostility that could light a powder keg 
of violence that would ruin Branch Rick- 
ey’s “noble experiment.” 

But the index finger is not closed. 

There is no fist. 

“The right hand of the sculpture,” says 
Will Behrends, the monument’s sculptor, 
“shows restraint, Robinson’s greatest 
quality.” 

When the Dodger executive Rickey 
signed Robinson in the fall of 1945, Rick- 
ey was looking for, in his words, a man 
with the courage not to fight back. 

In Robinson’s first season, pitchers re- 
peatedly threw at his head. Other players 
went at him with spikes. Through it all, 
Robinson consistently showed restraint. 

Now, look the facial expressions on the 
statue — look at their eyes and put your- 
self in their place. 

Reese and Robinson are not looking at 
each other. Instead, they appear to be 
looking either at the dugouts or into the 
stands, where many were taunting Robin- 
son this very moment. 

Robinson and Reese’s chins are proud- 
ly up, two recent veterans of a segregated 
military, now teammates standing shoul- 
der-to-shoulder on a ball field across the 
river from heavily segregated Kentucky. 

Reese knew that Robinson realized he 
had to restrain the impulse to fight back, 
by word, gesture, or physical confronta- 
tion, against the source of the abuse. And 
Reese, the captain of the team, felt for his 
teammate. He had to do something. 

Of course, this was not such an easy 
thing to do. Reese himself had come into 
the crosshair of friends family members 
and even teammates who hated the fact 
that a black man was on the field. And 
now, walking across that field, with death 
threats well known, he might be, literally, 
walking into the crosshair.

So here comes Reese, not restraining 
his impulse to come to the aid of his 
friend, and here is Robinson, restraining 
his impulse to fight back, standing at first 

Robinson’s face doesn’t turn to look at 
Reese. Robinson, unlike many of the 
crowd, is not in any way moved by 
Reese’s actions. 

As Rachel Robinson said after the un- 
veiling, “Jack wasn’t surprised by Pee 
Wee’s gesture. Jack expected that from a 
teammate and friend.” 

Now the monument to the moment is 
permanently in place outside Keyspan 
Park. 

But the term monument implies a static 
quality that is not exhibited in this statue. 
Instead, as fans of all ages come to the 


ballpark in future seasons to watch a base- 
ball game, they will learn, or be reminded 
that, the far more important battle is out- 
side the field of play. 

The figures of Robinson and Reese 
vividly reenact a moment that lives again 
each time it is viewed. 

A moment that Brooklyn Cyclones an- 
nouncer Warner Fusselle terms “the single 
most important moment in sports.” 

A moment in which two men, one cast- 
ing off the restraints of his surrounding 
Jim Crow society, and the other restrain- 
ing his inner urge to fight back, work to- 
gether as teammates and friends, to defeat 
the opponent of injustice. 

Jackie Robinson and Pee Wee Reese, 
back in Brooklyn, as teammates and 
friends, forever.

Freddie quibbles over Ratner

A dispute over the number of 
affordable housing units planned 
for Forest City Ratner ’s proposed 
Atlantic Yards mega-development 
surfaced several times in a short 
speech given Oct. 28 by Fernando 
Ferrer, Mayor Bloomberg’s Demo- 
cratic opponent in next Tuesday’s 
election. 

“I found the 50-percent affordable 
housing agreement powerful, the [com- 
munity benefits agreement] powerful, 
but aspects are emerging that are not 
what they originally seemed,” he said on 


the comer of Atlantic and Fifth avenues. 

As part of an agreement with the As- 
sociation of Concerned Residents for 
Reform Now (ACORN), Ratner prom- 
ised to make 50-percent of the new 
housing constructed as part of his At- 
lantic Yards project available to low-to- 
middle-income residents. Since the 
agreement was struck, the percentage 
has fallen to 30, as FCR changed its 
proposal to include additional housing 
where office space was once planned. 

“When I am mayor, I’ll halt this proj- 
ect,” said Ferrer, nearly shouting to be 
heard over the jeers of union construc- 
tion workers who support Ratner’s plans 
for skyscrapers and a basketball arena. 

A small group came out to hear the 


mayoral candidate speak for 10-min- 
utes. Ferrer complained about mayoral 
policies that he said favor developers 
and landowners over ordinary New 
Yorkers. 

“The only thing we know for sure is 
that this deal helps Mike Bloomberg 
and his wealthy developer friends,” 
said Ferrer, speaking with his back to 
the Forest City Ratner-constructed At- 
lantic Terminal Mall. 

Ferrer also cited concerns about how 
the plan’s scale would impact Brook- 
lyn’s traffic and infrastructure. 

The former Bronx borough president 
skirted a reporter’s query into how the 
project could be halted if he was elected. 

“Even Borough President Marty 


Markowitz has realized this project is 
not about what it started as,” he said. 

Only after pressing from a reporter 
did Ferrer address the plan’s basketball 
arena element. Even then he did not 
voice overall objection to the concept 
of an arena in central Brooklyn. 

“Well, let me tell you this. I’ve ex- 
pressed consistent concerns about the 
city and the state putting in $200 mil- 
lion for the arena. I don’t think we 
should be using taxpayer money in that 
way,” he said in his last comment be- 
fore closing the conference with a 
round of handshakes. 

The city’s shortage of affordable 
housing is a primary platform of the 
Democrat’s campaign. 


Luke, 13, Katz’s son, added 
that you don’t have to worry 
about eggs being thrown, but 
you do have wear a costume. 

Garden Place’s modest Hal- 
loween decor — it mostly in- 
cluded the standard pumpkins, 
bats, spider webs and an occa- 
sional skeleton — lacked the 
extravagance one might expect 
from such a popular trick-or- 
treating destination.

She does- 
n’t mind that kids from other 
neighborhoods go trick or 
treating at Garden Place, she 
said, as long as everybody is 
nice. But she’s worried the 
block is on the verge of be- 
coming too popular. 

“Halloween here is big and 
fun and we’d like to keep it 
fun,” she said. “But it should 
not get any bigger.” 

Gilbert has been handing 
out candy every year on Hal- 
loween for 36 years, but to- 
night, she said, she’s quitting 
early. “I only have 800 pieces,” 
she said, adding that usually 
she gives out up to 1500. 

Garden Place residents 
don’t like to give the exact 
time when trick or treating 
commences on their street, be- 
cause “we’re not a store,” said 
Roberta Smith, who lives 
across the street from Glibert. 
But the neighbors typically 
come out with candy baskets 
at 4 pm and stay for about 
three hours. 

“We perpetuate our own 
problem by sitting out on the 
steps,” Smith said. “But we 
love seeing the kids out, so we 
do it every year.”

Place your leaves out for collection on these dates (after 5pm): 



How to set your leaves out for collection: 

Place your leaves into 30-gallon, paper yard-waste bags or CLEAR plastic bags. (Leaves may also be set 
out loose in unlined garbage cans.) Do not use black plastic bags because leaves may be confused with trash. 

Leaf pickup may take place as early as the next morning, so it is important to place material at the curb on the 
designated Saturday night (after 5pm). If your leaves are not picked up by the next day, they will be collected 
later in the week. 


What do we do with your leaves? 

The NYC Department of Sanitation collects fall leaves and turns them into high-quality compost at our 

composting facilities. To get better quality compost, DSNY requests that leaves be set out in biodegradable paper 
bags that can be composted along with the leaves. 

Compost is a crumbly, earthy material that looks and feels like potting soil. Adding compost to backyards, 
gardens, and parks improves soil quality, increases plant growth, and reduces the need for chemical fertilizers 
and watering.

Benefits of using brown paper bags 

• Paper bags decompose naturally with the leaves. Plastic bags do not decompose and require a lot of 
time, money, and effort to remove and discard. 

• Less plastic means a cleaner, higher-quality compost product. 

Hardware stores and large home-improvement stores typically sell 30-gallon brown paper yard-waste bags. 
Check with your local retailer for availability.
